a short time, and then we received copies of the Ar¬ 
ticles of Incorporation and of the By-laws of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association. Under the guidance 
of Mr. George C. Newell, Seattle insurance man and a 
breeder and owner of a racing string, steps were im¬ 
mediately taken and our Association was on September 
29, 1940, incorporated under the laws of the state of 
Washington with its articles and by-laws very closely 
approximating those of your fine association. 

It occurred to me that you and your association might 
be considerably interested in a report of our first year’s 
activities, particularly in view of the fact that your 
principles served as the basis of our organization. Con¬ 
sequently as recently elected president of the Washing¬ 
ton Horse Breeders Association, Inc., and having served 
as Secretary of the Association in the first year of its 
life, I am taking this opportunity to acquaint you with 
that which we have accomplished and with that which 
we hope to accomplish in the future. 

Our fifty members represent very nearly all of the 
breeders of Thoroughbreds in the state of Washing¬ 
ton and the Association has now become a strong and 
potent force. The members are enthusiastic. The of¬ 
ficers are enthusiastic. At our first annual meeting held 
August 17, 1941, Mr. George C. Newell, past presi¬ 
dent, made his annual report of the activities of the 
Association since its inception. I am enclosing a copy 
of this report which I think you will find quite inter¬ 
esting. In connection with that report, I wish to call 
your particular attention to the paragraph dealing with 
the procuring by our Association of an undertaking 
from the Washington Jockey Club as a result of which 
a sum equal to 5% of the winner’s share of the purse 
is awarded to the breeder of the winner of any race 
won by a Washington bred horse. We expect to have 
perpetuated this undertaking. We feel it a fine for¬ 
ward step. We know that it had a great effect on so¬ 
lidifying our organization. Breeders in this state are be¬ 
coming conscious of the fact that we have an Associa¬ 
tion and that the Association is in a position to pro¬ 
vide for the inducement of breeding better horses. 

For your further information, at the first annual 
meeting of the general membership of the Association 
held on August 17, 1941, Mr. M. B. Jackson, 1020 
White Building, Seattle, Washington, was elected Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer. Mr. Jackson, being president of Over¬ 
lake Riding Club and with the Veysey Stables with 
which he is interested in the ownership of several 
Thoroughbred broodmares. 

It is our sincere hope that within the next few years 
our state will be producing horses of the calibre that 
your fine state is producing. If it does, we will know 
that our Association has helped greatly in attaining 
that objective, and if that objective is reached, I hope 
that your Association will feel some small measure of 
pride in realizing that it ’’had a hand” indirectly in 
the organization of our Association.

Inverness Farm Dispersal 


Press of business, due to world-wide unrest, 
plus inability to forecast business trends the 
world over, necessitates Leslie E. Keiffer dis¬ 
persing his Inverness Stud. It was only after 
long and careful consideration Mr. Keiffer 
reached this decision as he felt assured of the 
success of his two sires, Jean Bart and Charing 
Cross, as progenitors of high class winners with¬ 
in the next few years. 

He cannot bring himself to part with Jean 
Bart, so this son of Man o’ War and *Escuina 
by Ecouen will be retained and later leased. 
Charing Cross is the joint property of Mr. Mar¬ 
shall Field and Mr. Keiffer, and with a view of 
dissolving this partnership this son of *Sir Gal- 
lahad II and * Cross of Gold by Gay Crusader is 
being offered for sale. 

These two sires are just on the threshhold of 
their careers as stock horses; their oldest foals 
are of racing age this year. Both are exquisite 
individuals, faultlessly bred, have proved to be 
exceptionally sure with their mares, and stamp 
their progeny with their own exceptional indi¬ 
viduality. 

The majority of the yearlings and weanlings 
are by Jean Bart and practically all of the mares 
are in foal to him. A stake winning son of the 
incomparable Man o’ War out of *Escuina by 
Ecouen, Jean Bart is a brother to Bateau, one 
of the best race mares of modern times, winner 
of 11 races and $120,760. Included in her vic¬ 
tories were the Suburban and Southern Mary¬ 
land Handicaps in which she defeated the best 
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horses in training regardless of sex. 

Jean Bart has been dubbed "the best bred son 
of Man o’ War alive," due to the fact that he is 
a double Firy Gold" in that the name of this 
great mare the dam of Fair Play and Friar Rock, 
appears in the upper and lower halves of his 
pedigree. In recent years horses that are "double 
Fairy Golds” have played dominant roles in our 
racing; in addition to Bateau and Jean Bart they 
include Eight Thirty, Fairy Hill, Gold Seeker, 
Staretor, Fairy Chant, Level Best, Ocean Blue, 
Great Union and War Relic. 

To date with less than half a dozen starters, 
Jean Bart is the sire of Red Horizon, winner of 
two races, and his success as a sire seems fore¬ 
ordained. 

Charing Cross is but seven years old; he is by 
*Sir Gallahad III four times leading sire in this 
country, out of * Cross of Gold. Every one of 
her foals of racing age has been a winner—she 
is by the War Triple Crown wwinner and New- 
* Golden Corn by Golden Sun. Golden Corn 
was the best two-year-old of her year, 1921 and 
was at the top of the Free Handicap. 

Charing Cross has had but three colts of rac- 
ing age, one Voucher is a winner, a second 
Waltham Cross has been placed, the third has 
never started. Racing against the best of his 
year Charing Cross won two overnight races at 
two in 1936, was second to his stable companion 
Sir Damion in his first start, and was unplaced 
in the Hopeful and Futurity; in the latter he 
was in front for the first half-mile. At three 
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Charing Cross was second to Flying Scot in the 
Withers, beating Black Look, Melodist. Mo- 
sawtre and others—he injured himself in his 
next start and was retired. 

Charing Cross comes of the same female line 
as the Triple Crown winner Common, of the St. 
Leger winner Throstle and of * Goldfinch a stake 
winner and a very successful sire in this coun¬ 
try, as well as the Suburban winner Corn Tassel 
and the Santa Anita Handicap winner Azucar. 

Charing Cross and that exceptionally success¬ 
ful sire Gay Lothario in Australia are very closely 
related in the tail female. Charing Cross’ dam 
Cross of Gold and Gay Lothario have the same 
sire, Gay Crusader, while Cornfield the fourth 
dam of Charing Cross is the second dam of Gay 
Lothario. 

Gay Lothario is admittedly the best sire stand¬ 
ing in Victoria, Australia, his issue have won in 
excess of half a million dollars, and among his 
stake winning sons and daughters are Gay Lover, 
Sweet Memories, L’Elite, Gay Romance, Con¬ 
gratulations, Carpenter, Purveyor, Tranquil Star 
and Lucrative. Tranquil Star and Lucrative were 
the best three-year-olds in Australia in the rac¬ 
ing season ending July 31, 1941, the former be¬ 
ing the best filly, the latter the best colt. 

Among other victories Tranquil Star won the 
Oaks, the St. George Stakes, beating High Caste 
and the Chipping Norton Stakes; in the latter 
race she defeated High Caste and Beau Vite, 
reckoned to be the best horses in Australasia. 

Among other races Lucrative won the Caul¬ 
field Guineas, the Victoria Derby, the Sdyney 
St. Leger and the Sydney Cup. In the St. Leger 
he shouldered scale weight and beat the best of 
his age at one and three-quarters miles—this 
was on a Saturday, two days later on a Monday 
he made one of the field in the Sydney Cup two 
miles in 114 pounds and won handily in time 
that was a second better than the best American 
record. Exterminator’s for this distance. 

It is by no means impossible that the mantle 
of *Sir Gallahad III may fall upon the shoulders 
of Charing Cross. He has everything to com¬ 
mend him as a potential sire as will be seen when 
he is inspected at the farm. 
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Three of a Kind 

The feat of running one, two, three by a stable 
in an important stake, as accomplished by the 
Clumet Farms in the Arlington Futurity, is so 
rare nowadays, as "when found make a note of 
it,” as, was it Silas Wegg, was wont to say? 

But it occurred twice in 1878, and twice in 
1879 with the horses handled by that wizard of 
two-year-old trainers, R. Wyndham Walden, of 
Bowling Brook Farm, in Western Maryland. 

The first time he performed what might be 
called the "Hat Trick” was in 1878 in the July 
Stakes at Monmouth Park, Long Branch, New 
Jersey. The two-year-olds representing the 
George L. Lorillard Stable, being Harold by 
* Leamington, dam Maggie B. B. by * Australian; 
Monitor, by *Glenelg, dam Minx by Lexington; 
and Idler by ^Leamington, dam Lemonade by 
Lexington. He duplicated this remarkable per¬ 
formance later in the season in the Maryland 
Stakes at Jerome Park with Annie Augusta, 
whose pedigree is not available at the moment; 
Ferida, by *Glenelg, dam La Henderson by Lex¬ 
ington, Idler again making up the successful trio. 

Coming back in the July Stakes the following 
year, he showed the way with that grand horse, 
Sensation by Leamington, dam Susan Beane, by 
Lexington; Grenada by King Alfonso, dam Mat- 
tie Gross by Lexington, and Rosalie by Leaming¬ 
ton, dam La Rose, by Lexington. 

The same trio in the order named carried off 
the Flash Stakes at Saratoga the same year, mak¬ 
ing four prominent stakes in which the popular 
Blue, Orange Sleeves and Cap, carried off the 
entire spoils. 

Altogether with 200 horses owned by the 
Francis Morris "Barbarity Stable,” "Prince” 
George Lorillard, and himself, Mr. Walden won 
in the neighborhood of $2,000,000, making him 
the most successful trainer in the history of the 
sport, especially when it is considered the purses 
and stakes were nothing like as valuable as they 
are now. 

The whole secret of his success can be summed 
up as his "infinite capacity for taking pains,” 
watching over his Thoroughbreds almost from 
the time they were foaled, and running them 
frequently as long as theye were fit. And it is 
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remarkable to note that with the exception of 
Harold, all these winners were out of Lexington 
mares with Leamington prominent as their sire. 
The Lorillard family indeed had a very tender 
spot for that famous imported sire of Aristides 
Welch’s which stood at Erdenheim Farm, and 
Pierre Lorillard’s Parole and Iroquois brought in¬ 
ternational lustre to his fame.

Maryland Futurity 

High light of the Maryland fall racing season, 
insofar as breeders are concerned, will come on 
Saturday, October 11 at Laurel when the Mary¬ 
land Futurity is run for the eleventh time. Car¬ 
rying $5 ,000 in added money and run over the 
six furlong distance, the Futurity has been climb¬ 
ing steadily in the scheme of things in the State 
and the 1941 renewal promises to bring out a 
field of both quality and quantity. 

According to figures released by the Maryland 
State Fair, Inc., operators of Laurel, there were 
163 nominations to the Futurity of 1941, just 
about the same as the previous year when 165 
were made eligible for the stake. 

Quick development among two-year-olds is 
not unusual and trying to select outstanding 
candidates for any stake in which the young 
horses participate is difficult, but there are sev¬ 
eral on the list which already have established 
such form that they must be regarded as early 
favorites. 

These include Alfred Vanderbilt’s Petrify, 
winner of the rich Arlington Lassie Stakes at 
Arlington Park and Mrs. Robert H. Heighe’s 
Pony Ballet, victor in the Polly Drummond 
Stakes at Delaware Park and close up in several 
more recent engagements at Saratoga. 

Unfortunately a number of smart juveniles 
owned by stables which usually support Mary¬ 
land racing in every way, are not eligible for the 
Futurity, which might otherwise have become an 
even more attractive drawing card. 

Horses of the calibre of R. Sterling Clark’s 
Colchis and Breckinridge Long’s Equipet would 
add much to the race, if they could run in it but 
since they cannot, due to the conditions of the 
race, it is likely that others will come along to 
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furnish real competition for the highly touted 
members of the field. 

Vanderbilt, with Petrify and a dozen others 
eligible for the Futurity, will be trying to win 
the race for the third time and thus gain even 
terms with his Worthington Valley neighbor, 
J. W. Y. Martin, who already has accounted for 
the 1934, 1936 and 1939 runnings with Truly 
Yours, Triple Action and Challamore in that 
order. 

Three sires share honors for having the most 
representatives in the State’s Futurity. They are 
Discovery, and the two imported stallions,

The Wythemore Hounds 

In 1934 The Elkridge Hunt Club merged with 
The Harford Hunt, and moved up to Harford 
County, leaving vacant a well paneled section of 
Maryland’s hunting country. An area full of 
foxes, just waiting to provide sport for hounds, 
and hunters. What better invitation could The 
Wythemore Hounds ask for? So they moved in. 
Perhaps I have given the impression that it 
was done over night, but not so. As all fox- 
hunters know, organizing a pack of hounds is 
not an overnight venture, or even a question of 
months; it takes years. Several members of Elk¬ 
ridge liked this part of Baltimore County, so 
stayed behind and helped to form a new club. 
Mr. H. Courtenay Jenifer lived at Wythemore 
Farm, at Timonium; The Elkridge Hunt gave 
him three couples of cross-bred hounds, one 
was Kaiser, the sire of Dynamite, Midget, Mil¬ 
dred, Nancy and Lark (four of which are old 
stand-bys in the present day pack). Mr. Jenifer 
then purchased three American hounds from 
George Zouck of Mt. Carmel, a farmer foxhunt- 
er, well known in the Green Spring Valley. Mr. 
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Zouck bred and raised Rattler, Trailer and Belle. 
Dr. Daniel of St. Thomas Jenifer gave his 
brother Mylo, Spark, Duke and Sleepy; these 
six and one-half couples were the foundation of 
our present Wythemore pack. Ten couples were 
hunted last year, and there are ten new entries 
for this season. 

We have had the same president, Mr. Jenifer, 
and the same Master, H. Courtenay Jenifer, Jr. 
from the beginning, and we all hope to have 
them keep these positions for years to come. 
The first Huntsman was Frank Minor, who had 
been a groom and riding instructor at Foxcroft 
School. He was the first colored Huntsman in 
pink in Marland. And so the club was started 
with a few followers, some of which were: 
Messrs. Stewart and John Ridgely, William 
Sehlhorst, William German, the late W. C. Stet- 
tinius, former Master of Elkridge, Mr. and Mrs. 
David McIntosh, Major Stryker, and Mrs. Wade 
Levering. The Lock Raven section was hunted 
until last fall, when the kennels were moved 
from Wythemore Farm to the Victor Noyes’ 
Long Green Stock Farm; enabling us to hunt 
a larger territory. In 1939 Henry Dentry became 
an Honorary Whip, and Bart Mueller came from 
The Pine Tree Hunt, White Bear Lake, Minne¬ 
sota; to be our Huntsman. He has done a splen¬ 
did job, and everyone is glad to find a man who 
truly loves his hounds and takes his hunting 
seriously. Last year David S. Ridgelv, Jr. and 
Mr. Claggett C. Dorsey, both ardent foxhunters, 
became Honorary Whips. 

The club has grown considerably in these last 
7 years, but our fields are still small, which we 
believe is an asset as everyone is able to watch 
hound work close at hand. Remembering that 
the children of today will be the main-stavs of 
tomorrow, we have decided to have special chil¬ 
dren’s hunts. Last spring a pony hunt was held 
and met with great success. 

This June, Mr. Jenifer bought from Mrs. 
Maggie Treadway, a 35-acre farm: house, barn, 
shed and corn cribs; on the Manor Road, oppo¬ 
site Trinity Church south of Long Green P. O. 
A party was given on the 10th of June, by the 
Board of Governors, enthusiastic subscribers and 
friends gathered on the lawn to have a "Julep” 
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and look at the plans for remodeling the house. 
A mobile kitchen was there, hot-dogs and ham¬ 
burgers went as quickly as hounds on a line. 
During the summer the barn has been equipped 
with box stalls, and our handy Huntsman has 
built spacious new kennels. I saw the hounds the 
day that they moved in. Confidentially, Rangier 
told me, after inspecting his new quarters thor¬ 
oughly, that he was extremely pleased. We too 
are pleased; pleased with our new club, and the 
prospect of our recognition. Club hunting starts 
officially on Labor Day, but some of us expect to 
be out before that date.

A New Feed 

Out at Timonium Fair, Labor Day, watching 
sleek, well-fitted Percherons shown in the ring, 
stood a man who once had a theory, put it into 
practice, and was watching some of the pleasing 
results of his theory. Getting into conversation 
with him he told us about his project. 

Milton E. King is the gentleman’s name, and 
feed for horses is his specialty. He’s been in the 
feed business "a lot of years,” he says; when you 
press him further he owns up to the fact it’s 
nearly thirty of them. 

Mr. King had a right to be pleased for he had 
just watched the Percheron foals from Manor 
Farm at Monkton win both foal classes while 
their sire, who, like his offspring, had eaten lib¬ 
erally of the King products had just earned the 
Grand Championship of his breed. The Manor 
Farm foals, we were proudly told, had topped 
their class of twenty-five good entries at the Ohio 
State Fair last week. 

The theory we spoke of was simple—and orig¬ 
inal. When dairymen wish to make their cows 
produce more milk, thought Mr. King, they feed 
them more. And they feed different types of 
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food. Well then, why not feed a mare differently, 
if she’s carrying a foal? Why not get the mares 
to produce more milk, too? After foaling, the 
colts and fillies will get larger dinners, not to 
mention breakfasts and suppers. More to eat 
means more strength, more growth in young 
things. More vitality, better bone. 

The idea seemed sound. So Mr. King’s next 
problem was just what feed a mare in foal should 
receive. 

Working with his employers, and working at 
home as well, often till late at night, he slowly 
but surely developed what is now called the 
King Broodmare Feed, and afterward, the Wean¬ 
ling and Yearling Feed. With such marked suc¬ 
cess, moreover, that the former, which has been 
on the market three years, has been widely ac¬ 
cepted by Maryland breeders, and the latter, only 
in its second year before the public, has already 
nearly doubled its first year’s sales volume. 

There’s nothing complicated about these feeds, 
says Mr. King. No secret formulas or tricky no¬ 
tions. They merely contain the essentials for a 
balanced daily ration, and in the correct propor¬ 
tions. Nothing needs to be added or subtracted 
for an individual mare or foal’s benefit. 

The sixteen ingredients include the stand-bys, 
oats, corn, linseed meal, alfalfa, molasses and 
bran, plus several extra items such as steamed 
bone meal, cod liver oil, wheat germ oil, wheat 
"middlings,” and others. The weanling feed also 
contains dried milk and minerals. Recently, 
Janon Fisher, jr., has asked him to investigate 
the possibilities of carrot pulp as an addition. 

"The feed doesn’t contain any drugs or con 
centrates,” asserts Mr. King. "It is all virgin 
food.” 

Before it could be sold commercially, long 
months of tests had to be made, he continues, 
and this was done with the assistance of several 
farm managers and breeders not far from Balti¬ 
more. At one farm during the spring there were 
a number of exceedingly poor milking mares, 
whose foals were all bottle-fed. Six weeks, 
roughly, from the time the broodmare feed was 
started, all the foals could be taken off bottles, 
and the general condition of the mares had im¬ 
proved noticeably. 
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At another farm an aging mare whose last 
two colts had been puny youngsters, and whose 
foal at that time showed all the signs of turning 
out poorly also, was put on the milk-producing 
feed. A couple of months later the pair were 
obviously in splendid shape. In a third case an 
owner, worried about a thin mare, gave the feed 
a try. When he revisited his farm several weeks 
later, he didn’t recognize his mare, such was her 
gain. 

Marketed now, the two special feeds have 
found ready buyers awaiting them, and breeders 
praising the results of trials enthusiastically. 

Mr. King is jovial about his current success, 
not because he has struck any hidden gold mine, 
but simply because he has been fond of Thor¬ 
oughbreds and good horses of all kinds all his 
life and likes to see them well taken care of. 
Undernourished children, he adds, probably 
wouldn’t make him feel much worse than do 
scrawny little foals, poor of bone and scrubby of 
coat. 

Has he any particular horse problem in mind 
to tackle next, your reporter inquired of him as 
we watched the classes come and go in the Ti- 
monium ring? What type of feed is he at work 
on nowadays? 

Mr. King grins a broad grin. "Well, they do 
tell me that I might make my fortune if I could 
develop a feed that would take care of these bar¬ 
ren mares . . 

But he doesn’t think he’ll get to work on that 
just yet.

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Percheron Judges' Conference 

The 1941 National Conference of Percheron 
Judges and Breeders, held at Frederick, Md., ac¬ 
cording to Secretary Ellis McFarland of the Per¬ 
cheron Horse Association, "had four times the 
attendance of the conference a year ago, much 
greater enthusiasm was shown, and cooperation 
from all was excellent.” 

The nation’s outstanding judges appeared on 
the program, presenting a well-rounded discus¬ 
sion of the problems confronting livestock 
judges and Percheron breeders today. A special 
type committee composed of J. C. Holbert, Ames, 
Iowa; R. M. Watt, Ithaca, N. Y.; D. E. Wight, 
Frederick; G. A. Dix, Delaware, Ohio, and D. 
P. Haxton, Westerville, Ohio recommended as 
the ideal type the short bodied, low set compact¬ 
ly built Percheron with prompt, springy action, 
clean cut, with good feet and legs. All agreed 
that the American farmer of today prefers the 
smaller type quality draft horse which can stand 
a variety of climatic conditions, works efficiently 
and economically. In this connection, E. A. Live- 
say, head of the animal husbandry department of 
West Virginia University said, "As I see the farm 
draft horse situation in the Eastern States, the de¬ 
mand is for a streamlined’ draft type of some¬ 
what lighter weight and possessing more quality 
than farmers demanded 10 to 20 years ago. It 
is a common expression to hear farmers remark 
that this kind of horse will do our farm work 
easier; they are more economical to feed; they 
come in from the fields fresher after a day’s 
work, and in fact, they will 'kill off’ the more 
rugged, heavier draft kind doing the work we 
have to perform on our farms.” 

Dr. C. D. Lowe, senior extension animal hus¬ 
bandman from the U. S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture at Washington, D. G, stressed the value 
of horse power on the farm, in his talk given at 
the Tuesday afternoon session. According to Dr. 
Lowe, "We all know that sound livestock farm¬ 
ing practices will result in more soil conservation 
of a lasting nature than any other one influence. 
Livestock are the great balancers of agriculture, 
a bulwark against drought disaster, against soil 
depletion, and against agricultural waste.” 

Again Dr. Lowe pointed out, "The report of 
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Ed Nicodemus’ corking good colt Sir Jule 
winner of his class at Frederick. 



the U. S. Bureau of Agricultural Economics to 
the Temporary National Economic Committee 
in April, 1940 showed that the average 320-acre 
wheat farmer, with wheat prices at 80 cents per 
bushel, made less net profit with mechanical 
power than with horses. In the latter case, the 
farmer stood to make slightly more outright 
profit, supplied 70 more days of hired labor, and 
reduced his capital investment by $600. And the 
data for the Corn Belt and Cotton farmers are 
similarly convincing/' 

The problems of the judge at a show were dis¬ 
cussed in detail. D. J. Kays, head of the depart¬ 
ment of animal husbandry at Ohio State Univer¬ 
sity, speaking on this subject, said, "Judging as¬ 
signments in the classroom and in the show 
arenas of this country impose upon the judge a 
very definite responsibility.” He stressed the 
need for the judge to have accurate information 
regarding type, to observe completely, accurately, 
and systematically, and to have courage and hon¬ 
esty in voicing his judgment. 

Maryland people appearing on the program 
included; D. E. Wight, Frederick; William Pow¬ 
ell, Walkersville; Kenneth Clark, Galena; E. J. 
Thompson, Knoxville; Humphrey Finney, Tow- 
son; and J. M. Vial and Fred Leinbach from the 
University. E. S. Bayard, editor-in-chief of the 
Pennsylvania Farmer, was guest speaker at the 
banquet. 

Horses from outstanding Percheron herds in 
New York, Maryland, Pennsylvania, and New 
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Jersey were used in the six special classes of type 
judging at the Frederick fair grounds. Honors in 
the stallion and mare judging events, in which 
80 contestants competed, went to two visiting 
southerners: Marshall H. Rich, 4-H club mem¬ 
ber from Lake Forest, N. C., winner in the stal¬ 
lion judging, and W. A. Davis, Clayton, N. C., 
winner of the mare award. Prizes were a model 
of a stallion and one of a mare and foal, pre¬ 
sented by the sculptor, Calvin Roy Kinstler of 
Baltimore, Md.

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Selby Burch Passes 

In the untimely passing of Selby M. Burch, 
at the Nassau Hospital late in July the American 
Trainers’ Association loses one of its earliest and 
most respected members, pneumonia having 
been the immediate cause of the loss. 

A brother of the Association’s President, and 
son of that famous old-time trainer, William P. 
Burch, Selby Burch was born in Washington, in 
1886. Green B. Morris, another leading trainer, 
and, in his day, one of racing’s real ’characters,” 
was Selby Burch’s uncle. It was at the Spring 
meeting at Jamaica in 1922 that Mr. Burch sad¬ 
dled his first winner, Sea Mint, by *Sea King, 
his first stakes winner being Pilgrim, who scored 
later the same season at Belmont Park. Mr 
Burch owned both of these horses himself, 
though later training a public stable among 
whose members were listed over the years such 
as Walter M. Jeffords’ Thursday, Edward Friend¬ 
ly’s Jacola and the Christiana Stable’s Miss Fer¬ 
dinand. Of late the horses of Mrs. Alice Sherman 
occupied most of the stalls in the Burch stable. 

Mr. Burch was survived by his mother, Mrs. 
Emily J. Burch; his wife, Mrs. Brigida Burch; a 
son, William Preston Burch; two daughters, 
Emily Rosina and Brigida Maria; his brother, 
Preston M. Burch and a sister, Miss Mitti Burch. 


Fair Hill Racing 

The program of races September 6th, to be 
featured by the $5,000 Foxcatcher National Cup 
Steeplechase, most notable American event of 
its kind, has been completed by the National Cup 
Committee and again will consist of four races 
with the first scheduled for 2:45 P.M. Eastern 
Standard Time,—(3:45 P.M. daylight saving 
time). The Foxcatcher, which carries a gold cup 
as well as the $5,000 purse, will be third on the 
card. Again it will be at three miles over a 
Grand National brush course. 

The opening event will be the Fair Hill 
steeplechase at about two miles over a brush 
course. Second will be the Big Elk flat race, on 
the turf at a mile-and-seven furlongs. The Fox¬ 
catcher will follow third on the card; and then 
will come the Lewisville flat race, at seven fur¬ 
longs on the turf. The race program is run in 
conjunction with the Cecil County Breeders’ 
Fair, which is a two day event beginning on Fri¬ 
day, September 5 th. 

Since Fair Hill, the William du Pont estate 
over which the races are run, is in Maryland, 
the program has the sanction of the Maryland 
Racing Commission. The big race first was run 
in 1934 when the course was acclaimed the 
greatest thing of its kind in this country. It has 
been kept up and improved through the years, so 
that now the turf has been pronounced ideal foot¬ 
ing for horses, while the fences have met with 
full approval despite their difficulty. It is a stiff 
course, and no race for weak sisters. The roster 
of winners amply demonstrates this. In the inau¬ 
gural year W. B. Street’s Melita was first. Then 
came J. W. Y. Martin’s Luckite in 1935, Frank 
M. Gould s What Have You in 1936, Campbell 


Myron Fuerst, Dan Wight and Henry Huff¬ 
man enjoy a good tale at the Frederick 
conference. 
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Weir’s Soldier’s Fate in 1937, S. A. W. Baltazzi’s 
Ad Lib in 1938, and Emile Pfizer’s Farndale in 
1939. 

There again will be nineteen jumps, with the 
big fence, nicknamed "Chinese Wall,” topping 
them all, on the course of the Foxcatcher Nation¬ 
al Cup Steeplechase. This highest of all barriers 
in the three-mile brush race which is the Ameri¬ 
can counterpart of the Liverpool Grand Nation¬ 
al, is 6 feet 4 inches. It is the thirteenth jump 
and, while it comes at a distant part of the course, 
it is in full view of the spectators. 

Some idea of the stiffness of the course may 
be gained from the report of the experts who 
maintain it at its best throughout the year. The 
first fence is one of the easy ones, being only 4 
feet 6 inches. Then comes a rise to 5 feet. The 
third jump goes up to 5 feet 6 inches. By this 
time the horses are directly in front of the stands 
and there is the Water jump. This is the lowest 
fence, being only 3 feet, but it is difficult because 
of its breadth and the additional hazard of the 
water. 

The fifth fence is 5 feet 8 inches, and the 
sixth and seventh are 5 feet 6 inches each. Then 
comes the eighth, which is 5 feet 10 inches. Fol¬ 
lowing are four fences, each 5 feet 6 inches, but 
with ditches, rising ground, and other hazards to 
make these jumps pits for the unwary. These 
jumps are the ninth, tenth, eleventh, and twelfth. 
The thirteenth is the "Chinese Wall’ where so 
many good horses have come to grief. 

The fourteenth is the Canal Turn, only 5 feet 
6 inches, but a nasty one because of the change 
in direction. The fifteenth, sixteenth and seven¬ 
teenth fences are the same as the first, second and 
third. In other words the first three fences are 
jumped a second time, on the second turn of the 
field. The eighteenth jump is a 5-foot Liverpool. 
The final barrier is a 5-foot hedge directly in 
front of the stands, following which there is only 
a short run to the finish line. 

The conduct of the meet will be in the same 
experience hands of other years. G. Dudley Gray 
is Secretary of the Cecil County Breeders’ Fair, 
as well as of the Horse Show Committee. Ed¬ 
ward J. Brennan is Secretary of the Race Com¬ 
mittee of which Mr. du Pont is Chairman. Other 


members of this Race Committee are Morris H. 
Dixon, C. C. Darlington, Donald P. Ross, Mrs. 
Marion du Pont Scott, and John P. Bowditch. 

An interesting additional feature, which will 
precede the running off of the races, will be the 
sale of the hunters of Miss Deborah G. Rood. 
Widely known as the leading figure in the Wil¬ 
mington Horse Show, Miss Rood is disposing of 
her hunters to devote more time to the show. 
The sale will be at 12:30 standard time, or 1:30 
daylight saving time on the day of the race meet¬ 
ing.

One year ago I was given a beautiful little 
two-year-old colt, Halethorpe, by *Kantar out of 
Miss Careful, just off the track. We have a grand 
old horse, Hubar. He and the young ’un became 
friends and always went together. Without 
Hubar this little history might not have teen. 

Our first job was to "mouth” the colt. This 
meant doing many figures of eight and circles. 
Next we began to jump him over little logs 
in the woods paths. One day he was put in a 
corral and jumped around the fences. Each week 
our rides were longer and fences bigger. Often 
I hacked along the roads to accustom him to 
traffic. The day of his first fox-hunt we went 
early to the meet to show him the hounds and 
strange horses. We had a nice little hunt and he 
learned a lot. After that we called him Hale¬ 
thorpe Hopeful. 

When school opened in the fall I exercised him 
when possible and hunted every Saturday and 
holiday; but never gave him a hard day because 
of his age. 
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Back at the stable after hunting he was cooled 
out, rubbed down, blanketed and given a hot 
mash for supper. The next day I would walk him 
about half an hour so that he would not stiffen 
up. All winter, weather permitting, he was 
turned out in the paddock. How he enjoyed him¬ 
self, rolling, bucking and galloping. 

January 1941, my colt was a promising three- 
year-old whose manners were steadily improv¬ 
ing. When hunting was over we schooled him 
for horse shows, as jumping in the ring is dif¬ 
ferent from the hunting field. At the first spring 
show he was a picture with his braided mane 
and tail and won a third and fifth ribbon. At the 
Humane Society Show he did better, winning a 
first and two seconds. 

Halethorpe Hopeful is now roughed off and 
is enjoying himself in a well-watered green pas¬ 
ture.

The Care of a Pony 

A pony is like a child in lots of ways. It needs 
love and care, especially because it can not speak 
to tell its master what it wants. You must watch 
over your pony very carefully so that it won’t get 
chilled or over-heated. In winter it should be 
blanketed and kept in a clean warm stall covered 
with straw. A pony should not be watered if it 
is hot. You should cool the pony first. 

If your pony gets a cough a good thing to 
give it is tar. If the cough gets too bad, a vet¬ 
erinarian should be called. When riding, be sure 
the girth is not too tight and the bit feels com¬ 
fortable in the pony’s mouth. The pony’s tongue 
should always be under the bit. In using a pel- 
ham bit be sure the curb chain is fastened 
through the rings, so it will not rub the pony’s 
mouth. 

When flies are bad in summer a net bonnet 
or covering is a good protection for the ears 
which are especially tender. Always pick out 
your pony’s hoofs before and after riding. This 
is important to keep its legs sound. Never use 
a lame pony, because it is cruel. 

Carrots and apples are better than sugar to 
give for a pony’s reward. Too much sugar is bad 
for them. If your pony is gentle go in the stall 
and play with him. That makes it love you more. 
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I think a pony can be a child’s best friend. Mine 
is. 

My pony is going to camp with me this sum¬ 
mer. We expect to have happy times together. 
His name is Secret.

Teaching a Pony to Drive 

To teach a pony to drive is very interesting 
and exciting. Be very quiet when you work with 
the pony. Put the harness on him in the stable 
for some time each day. Do this until he is used 
to the different parts of the harness. Then take 
him from the stable and drive him around with¬ 
out a cart, teaching him to stop and go as com¬ 
manded. 

After doing this for two or three days hook 
him up to a cart with some one leading him. 
It is always best to hook him to a two-wheel 
cart. If you haven’t one be sure the wheels of 
the four-wheel cart turn under. Sometimes seri¬ 
ous accidents happen when ponies turn carts 
over. Let the person lead the pony until he gets 
used to the noises of the cart. Then let the pony 
go alone slowly. 

Drive him every day, teaching him to hold the 
cart back going down hills and not to be afraid 
of a carriage whip. Later you can teach the pony 
to drive in teams and tandems. I hope everyone 
will teach their ponies to drive. It teaches them 
sense and manners. 

Recently at the horse show there has been 
great interest shown in harness classes, especially 
tandems.

He's Worthy 

Everyone knows that the mule is a hybrid, 
that he is a work animal, that he has a reputation 
for stubbornness, that he’s tough and strong, that 
he has long ears and brays. Beyond that every¬ 
one, or just about everyone, knows very little. 

You horse-breeders and lovers of horse flesh 
—you sing the praises of your steeds. You don 
scarlet and ride him in the Hunt. You breed 
race-horres and participate in "the sport of 
kings.” You have your great draft horses. You 
have your many-gaited saddle horses, your sleek 
circus ponies, your fierce bucking broncs, your 
wild mustangs. And you have a thousand stories 
for every type of horse. 

The horseshoe is a symbol of good luck. Pic¬ 
tures of famous horses adorn your walls. Books 
have been written about horses—many of them. 
But the mule—the humble mule! 

Well, the mule at last has his day—at Fort 
Smith, Arkansas. Annually, the Fort Smith 
Chamber of Commerce sponsors an event called 
the Mulesta in connection with the Western Ar¬ 
kansas-Eastern Oklahoma Livestock exposition. 
The date of exposition this year is October 10- 
11-12, and the Mulesta comes the first dav. 

By official proclamation of the mayor of the 
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city, Fort Smith pays tribute to the mule the 
day of the Mulesta. Thousands of persons come 
to town to watch the event or to enter their ani¬ 
mals in the mule show. 

The honorary queen this year is Miss Ruth 
Ownbey, a Fort Smith girl. The first event of 
the day is a parade. The queen leads the parade, 
mounted on mule back. She’s accompanied by 
the mayor of the city and other city officials, by 
the president of the Chamber of Commerce, each 
riding the biggest, best looking mule he can find. 

Then there are floats, drawn by mules, and 
ancient vehicles, also moving by mule power. 
Altogether, hundreds of persons and hundreds 
of mules participate. Following the parade, the 
mule show gets underway, with the best mules, 
jacks and jennets competing in their classes and 
in various age divisions and groups for prem¬ 
iums. Competent judges are in charge. 

Then, the animals are put on the auction 
block, if the owners are willing, and usually they 
are. Buyers from many states are on hand to 
bid for the chamoions and near champions, 
checkbooks in hand. 

The Mulesta is the chief entertainment fea¬ 
ture of the entire livestock exposition, and com¬ 
mittees are active, preparing for it months in 
advance.

In 1933 the Fort Smith horse and mule mar¬ 
ket was established, and since that time 12.000 
mules and 10,000 horses have been sold here 
annually, their value $1,250,000 and $1,000,000 
annually respectively. Fort Smith ranks as one 
of the leading horse and mule markets of the 
nation. 

The auction market operates nine months a 
year, from Sept. 1 until June 1—ceasing during 
the heavy farming months. 

Peak season for the market is in the spring— 
plowing time. Auctions are held on an average 
of one dav a week—Wednesdays; but in Febru¬ 
ary and March sometimes two and three auctions 
are held each week, with the auctioneer selling 
an animal at the rate of one a minute. 

The Cremona—Andelot 
Angus Sale 

The name of this little magazine might with 
almost equal grace be "The Maryland Angus- 
man,” there are so many horsemen who are di¬ 
rectly connected with or intensely interested in 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. However, this is only 
one example of the diversity of interest that in¬ 
spires all alike who are devoted to livestock hus¬ 
bandry. When something with real class comes 
along, no matter what the line, all hands pitch 
in and take a part even if it’s only reading the 
headlines, perhaps in some horse magazine. They 
are drawn to it as if by a magnet, all because 
it’s in the blood. They simply cannot stay away. 
Take for instance the like of the Cremona-Ande- 
lot Angus sale to be held in Frederick Maryland 
on September 27th. This is a natural for horse¬ 
men, sheep growers, swine breeders, cattle pro¬ 
ducers—everybody—because Managers B. A. 
Rucker, Jr. of Cremona and W. Alan McGregor 
of Andelot have arranged what promises to be 
one of those livestock classics. 

To start with, the feature of the offering will 
be 25 heifers bred to Glencarnock Eric of Cre¬ 
mona, 1940 International Grand Champion bull, 
and 20 heifers bred to Andelot Edictor, a bull 
who was good enough to beat Glencarnock Eric 
of Cremona in their early days. Edictor did it 
in three different shows under three different 
judges. And so to those cattlemen in the know 
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the appeal of this event really boils down to the 
story of these two famous bulls. 

Glencarnock Eric of Cremona—the bovs at 
the farm call him Eric for short—was calved 
on August 25, 1937, like many another in the 
edge of the woods that fringe the hill pasture at 
Cremona. His sire was Glencarnock Earl Eric 
16" M who is still in use at Cremona and who 
is sired by Eventuation of Page, the 1930 Inter¬ 
national Grand Champion bull. The dam of Eric 
was one of those sweet, feminine cows, the kind 
that cattlemen refer to when they speak of 
mothers for herd bulls. Her name was Fannie 
Bess of Ada. As a heifer she had cost Cremona 
the modest sum of $200. indicating again that it 
isn’t so much the price, it’s the cow that counts. 
Her sire was Blackcap Glenn 4" who just missed 
being a Chicago Champion by a hair. It there¬ 
fore becomes apparent that Eric’s veins contain 
Hie blood of a good heritage. He is no accident. 
In the beginning he was given no special care 
but he was not very old before visitors to the 
farm began noticing him, pointing him out and 
talking about him. He kept coming rteadily on, 
had his head in the feed trough most of the time, 
he was a good doer. He looked good as a year¬ 
ling, better as a two-year-old and at three looked 
simply unbeatable. At this point Manager 
Rucker was up against a tough proposition. He 
knew he had a good bull but in the great Chicago 
show there are dozens of good bulls. The chance 
of going so far and standing somewhere down 
the line was something to contemplate. But the 
bull was ready and Manager Rucker knew it. 
Finally he decided to give Eric a crack at the 
crown his old grandsire Blackcap Glenn 4" had 
come so close to claiming. What happened has 
been pretty well chronicled, suffice it to say here 
that he met and turned aside all opposition, first 
in his own class, then the Senior Championship 
and finally the Grand Championship, to become 
one of the most popular champions ever to wear 
the ribbon from the arena. He is the first Mary¬ 
land-bred bull of any beef breed to ever win the 
championship. A product of sunny Southern 
Maryland, he has brought more recognition to 
Maryland’s important Angus industry that any 
other doddie beast. True, part of it comes from 
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his being a champion but beyond this he’s a 
breeding bull. Today in his working clothes he 
looks better than ever, vigorous, active, potent. 
He is so exceptional in the fullness and shape of 
his hindquarter that he may almost remodel the 
breed at this point, if he lives, for he seems to 
be passing it on to his calves. One example—his 
very first calf, a steer, was winning second in 
one of the strong steer classes at the Chicago 
show last December while the sire was doing so 
well in the other end of the same ring. 

Eric will accompany his sons and daughters 
to Frederick but he will be there for inspection 
only, not for sale. And across the aisle will be 
another bull filling a similar role, that of being 
on display and this bull is Andelot Edictor. 

Unlike the career of Eric, that of Edictor has 
mostly been spent in the breeding pen. As pre¬ 
viously mentioned Edictor was shown as a 
youngster and beat Eric. When Manager Rucker 
was having such a time deciding whether to take 
Eric to Chicago, he wasn’t afraid of the others. 
He was afraid of Edictor and he didn’t definitely 
decide to go until he learned that Edictor was 
staying home. He had learned by experience to 
respect Edictor. When these two bulls arrive at 
Frederick, it will be the first time they have been 
in the same barn since the days when they were 
competing with each other. Edictor has devel¬ 
oped into a thick, wide bull. He is plumb good 
in the important places. He has poise. He was 
champion at the 1939 Maryland Breeders’ Show. 
There are even those who think he could still 
top and maintain his record over his old rival th? 
Champion Eric. 

The heifers bred to these two grand bulls have 
been carefully selected for type and bloodlines. 
Two are imported heifers that arrived in the 
last shipment to come through from Scotland. 
There is a sweet representative of the exclusive 
Juana Erica family. There are Elines, Miss Bur¬ 
gess’, Ericas, Queen Mothers, Barbaras, Prides 
and other good and highly regarded tribes. In 
fact Cremona and Andelot are going pretty 
deep into their show herds and breeding material 
in an effort to make this sort of a landmark af¬ 
fair and that’s why so many people are anxiously 
awaiting its arrival.

Kent Hunter Trials 

The Kent County Horse Association has de¬ 
cided to hold Hunter Trials this year instead of 
the usual horse show which they have been hav¬ 
ing for the last sixteen years. Already a great 
many people have signified their intention of 
entering their horses and quite a few have said 
they would ship horses from others parts of 
Maryland and nearby states. 

The Hunter Trials will be held on Thursday 
afternoon, September 11. The event will take 
place on The Reward Farm,” the estate of Ed¬ 
ward A. Hurd near Chestertown. 

Mr. Hurd, who is Chairman of the Commit¬ 
tee in charge of the Hunter Trials, is well known 
in hunting and hound show circles, having 
judged many times at hound shows. "The Re¬ 
ward Farm” is the place which he purchased 
about a year ago and is in the hunting country 
of the Kent County Hounds. Mr. Hurd hunted 
regularly with this pack all of last season. 

Clifton M. Miller and Wilbur Ross Hubbard 
are Joint Masters of the Kent County Hounds. 
Mr. Hubbard is President of the Kent County 
Horse Association which is sponsoring the event. 

The Classes selected are as follows: 

1. Hunting Ponies—Open to ponies 14:2 and 
under to be ridden by children 15 years and un¬ 
der, over a half mile course with jumps not to 
exceed three feet. 

2. Green Hunters—Open to horses five years 
old and under which have not been hunted more 
than one season. Horses entered in this class are 
not eligible for class number 3. 

3. Open and Qualified Hunters—Open to all 
horses not entered in classes number 1 and 2. 
To be ridden over a course of about a mile with 
the type of jumps usually encountered in the 
hunting field. 

4. Children’s Hunters—To be ridden by chil¬ 
dren of sixteen years and under. Any mount elig¬ 
ible. Horses to be judged on ability to give a 
child a safe ride across country. 

5. Hunt Teams—Open to all. For teams of 
three horses to be ridden in tandem at a safe 
hunting distance. Appointments not to be con¬ 
sidered. 
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Show Winners' Points 

Mrs. Geo. P. Greenhalgh’s entries in the Har¬ 
ford County Show will give trouble to the lead¬ 
ing horses in competition for the 1941 trophy 
awarded by the Association of Maryland Horse 
Shows. Mrs. Greenhalgh’s Billy Do led the list 
until the last of May when Miss Pat Patrick’s Par¬ 
son overtook him. Parson has been gaining stead¬ 
ily. At the end of May Parson was 22, Billy Do 
26. Since early June it has been Parson 45, Par¬ 
son 51, Parson 60, Parson 73. On August 1, 
Billy Do was fourth—still on the list, still only 
26 points. August 18 saw Billy Do off the li c t. 
Since mid-June it has been Parson, Post Meridi¬ 
an, Chester; Parson, Post Meridian, Chester; Par 
son, Post Meridian, Chester. C. E. Lang has not 
been showing Post Meridian as consistently as 
has Miss Patrick her Parson. L. H. Burton seems 
not to be hiding Chester under a bushel. 

Mrs. Lee Counselman’s Kristi appears now on 
the list in fourth place—a newcomer among the 
leaders, with nine more points than H. O. Firor’s 
Sandrock. Charles C. Freeland’s Mr. Lark takes 
sixth place. He is on the list for the first time 
with 30 points. With Parson’s striding gain in 
the early stages from 22 points towards the 
trophy to 45 points in less than a month, Mr. 
Lark’s 30 points is not a lagging sixth to the lead¬ 
ing Parson’s 73. 

With the ponies scores are much higher. Hugh

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The Editor's Saddle-Bag 

July 16. Having cleared up accumulated 
piles of matters on our desk we headed up to 
Sparks for the semi-annual meeting of the Asso¬ 
ciation of Maryland Horse Shows, there finding 
a fair turn out and much of interest and impor¬ 
tance to be discussed. Notably it was decided 
to hold Hunter Trials this fall to aid the Asso¬ 
ciation’s exchecquer to some extent. John Clarke 
showed us some good movies of various shows 
and races that he had taken during the year. 

July 17. Spent part of the day with Presi¬ 
dent Janon Fisher at The Caves where we went 
over plans for the Breeders’ Show, fall sales, etc. 

July 18. Wayne Dinsmore, Secretary of 
the Horse and Mule Association of America was 
an early arrival this morning, to spend the day 
inspecting some of Maryland’s excellent pastur¬ 
age, as well as some across the line in Pennsyl¬ 
vania. Our first stop was Racing Commissioner 
Chester F. Hockley’s Winnaford Farm at Hyde, 
where we saw some pasture experiments that 
our visitor had seen last year. Next we drove 
to Madonna where Dean Bedford showed us his 
terracing and pasture improvements works. 
Across country we drove to Sagamore, where we 
had lunch and then had a look at *Bahram, who 
is in splendid condition again, that grand horse 
Discovery, Identify, Tedious and the Preakness 
winner Dauber as well as the mares and foals, 
which were seen on a drive through the fields. 
Then on through Reisterstown to Hanover, to 
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that great trotting horse nursery, the Hanover 
Shoe Farms, whence have come some brilliant 
harness horses for many years. Here we were 
shown the winter pastures, the summer pas¬ 
tures and the general lay out of the grazine. 
We took a quick look at the battery of sires, 
as well as famous old Peter Manning before we 
took our leave. From Hanover we returned to 
Baltimore after an interesting day. 

July 19. Took a quick trip to New York 
today, visiting both Empire City, where I saw 
New World race, and Aqueduct race tracks. 
Watched Requested, a corking good little colt, 
win the two-year-old stake. 

July 21 . Drove up to Frederick this morn¬ 
ing, to spend a couple of days at the third annual 
Percheron Type Conference. Found the Francis 
Scott Key Hotel full of old friends in the draft 
horse business. After a morning of discussions 
and lectures we adjourned to the Fair Grounds 
where we had more talks and a good deal of 
practical work, with classes of stallions out for 
judging. Tonight we have been attending a ban¬ 
quet, principal speaker at which was brilliant 
Ed. Bayard, Editor of the Pennsylvania Farmer. 
The conference had been very well attended and 
extremely interesting. 

July 22. Spent the morning at the Fred¬ 
erick Fair Grounds where the committee of 
judges placed the classes of mares and where 
more brief lectures were given. Then back to the 
hotel for the afternoon session. We left early 
and, with Ed. Nicodemus, Thoroughbred and 
Percheron breeder of Waynesboro, Pa. as com¬ 
panion, went out to the Glade Valley Farm of 
William L. Brann to inspect the Saratoga year¬ 
lings. The brother of Thanksgiving, a strapping 
colt, is easily the best horse to go up from 
Maryland, and is as good a colt as any on the 
Brann farm. The Challenger foals are a good 
looking lot this year. 

July 23. Was up at Bel Air for the open¬ 
ing of the meeting today, finding a huge crowd 
on hand and a very pleasant place to be in the 
newly constructed clubhouse. Stopped in at the 
Bryson farm, Elray, at Kingsville, where Man¬ 
ager Charlie Timanus has some good looking 
yearlings and foals. 
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July 25. Stopped in at Major Stryker’s 
place at Timonium to see the yearlings he will 
sell at this fall’s sales, these including a couple 
of likely looking hunter prospects by Sun Circle. 
Then on to C. E. Rieman’s Summer Hill Farm 
at Phoenix where we saw the show string of 
Suffolks that will be on hand at Timonium, 
Trenton and elsewhere this fall. The stallion Ad¬ 
miral of Laurel looks particularly well. Next 
stop was Bill German’s farm at Sunnybrook 
where I saw three or four useful half-breds that 
will be shown in the Timonium breeders’ show.

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sold this fall. Mrs. R. H. Heighe’s Prospect Hill 
was visited next, and here we saw our old friend 
*Aethelstan II and some goodlooking produce 
of his. Through Bel Air we next drove to Carl 
Sturm’s Findowry Farm to see a couple of year¬ 
lings before driving home. 

August 1 . Went up to Adolphe Pons’ 
Country Life Farm and with him set out for 
Saratoga, stopping off first to see the yearlings 
at Joseph M. Roebling’s Harmony Hollow 
Stud, in New Jersey. Despite a couple of tre¬ 
mendous storms we got to Kingston to spend 
the night, after driving through water about a 
foot deep. 

August 2. Arrived at Saratoga early this 
morning and made the rounds of the main track, 
Horse Haven and Oklahoma before going over 
to the sales paddock for the Ambrose Clark 
’chaser sale. This event drew all the hunt en¬ 
thusiasts who bid well and strongly on the 
horses. Went racing this afternoon and then 
spent a couple of hours inspecting yearlings. 

August 3. Went out to see the training 
activities in the small hours today and then came 
back to the yearlings paddocks to spend most of 
the day looking over the various consignments 
which are already on hand. These include the 
Maryland groups from Sagamore and Belair 
Stud. 

August 4. Training, yearlings, racing, 
yearlings again and then the sales after dinner 
will be the next few days’ routine. Tonight’s 
sale has been the season’s first, and a good strong 
market was evident. In fact it has been the best 
first night I recall. It is to be hoped the market 
keeps up this way. 

August 5. Saratoga seems to be half-full 
of Marylanders by now. Ray Bryson got in in 
time for the sales to join the gang already on 
hand. Tonight’s sale was another good one. It 
appears that buyers are being somewhat more 
discriminating in their selections, if the latest 
sales are any criterion. Well-bred fillies are get¬ 
ting a bit more of the attention they deserve 
these days. 

August 6. Visited Whirlaway and his sta- 
blemates this morning, as well as the George D. 
Widener stable, where we saw a fine pair of 
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fillies in Rosetown and Thorn Apple. Went rac¬ 
ing this afternoon and to the sales tonight, there 
being a considerable falling off in prices, though 
it must be admitted that the offerings were 
lower in quality, too. 

August 8. Tonight’s has been the climax 
of the sales, Hancock night, with Walter Chrys¬ 
ler paying $18,500 for a Hyperion colt that is a 
tip-top individual, and ought to make a sire in 
time. Still, despite the big prices, one cannot 
overlook the fact that about $50,000 of tonight’s 
prices were for the imported yearlings, and it 
looks as though there were but four or five stal¬ 
lions whose yearlings will consistently top their 
stud fees in price. 

August 9. It was a change to have no sale 
to attend tonight, after a long day around the 
stables and the yearling paddocks, not to speak 
of the busy afternoon’s racing. The crowds here 
are bigger than ever. We never could agree with 
those who saw Saratoga a thing of the past with 
the coming of the mutuels in New York. 

August 10. Drove over to Albany this 
morning and returned home to find Baltimore 
sweltering in humid heat, an unpleasant change 
after ten days of real Saratoga weather. 

August 11. Was over at Pimlico to check 
up on arrangements for the Breeders’ Show pro¬ 
gramme this morning. Found the office a hive 
of activity, with all hands preparing for the Ti- 
monium Fair. 

August 12. Went over to Vic Noyes’ place 
to attend his sale this afternoon, returning by 
way of the DeMoss farm, where we had to in¬ 
spect a horse, and the Ramseur place, where we 
saw a nice mare and foal. 

August 13. Spent an hour or two with 
Mrs. Van Lear Black and her head man, Charles 
Slade, this afternoon, inspecting the breeding 
stock and young hunters that will be shown at 
the Breeders’ Show at the Fair. There are some 
very promising young racing tools in the Black 
menage. Stopped at Jack Sadler’s on the way 
back to see the horses on his place, including the 
old favorite, Toots, and her successor, a nice sort 
of chestnut called Spain, by Repulse. 

August 14. Was over at Pimlico this 
morning and drove thence to Timonium where 
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Manager Matt Daiger showed us the improve¬ 
ments now about completed there. They have 
modernized the old place, but have still man¬ 
aged to retain its charm and atmosphere of a 
country fair. New stables have been built and 
over $85,000 spent on the plant. 

August 15. Went over to Danny Shea’s 
Merryland Farm this evening, and thence accom¬ 
panied Danny to a meeting of the Jerusalem 
Hunt, near Kingsville, where Danny gave an ex¬ 
cellent talk on show-ring riding, manners and 
customs, besides answering numerous questions 
on horse matters generally. There was a keen 
group of the members of the hunt present, 
among them Maryland Horse correspondent, 
Helen Cadwalader. 



Maryland-Bred Winners 

During the course of the last month ninety- 
five Maryland-bred racers have accounted for 
one hundred and thirteen races, these winners 
representing the progeny of no less than forty- 
two stallions, of which latter the now dead Mow- 
lee, whose stud career was passed almost entirely 
at Alan Clarke’s Huntington Farm at Clarksville, 
was the leader with seven winners of a like num¬ 
ber of races. Hard hitting old Canter, long a lead¬ 
ing sire in the state, placed next with six winners 
of nine races, while the youngster, Discovery, 
pride of Sagamore, finished third with a score 
of six winners of seven races. 

Discovery’s owner, Alfred Gwynne Vander¬ 
bilt, lead the Maryland breeders, having bred 
ninteen winners of twenty-one races. Nearest 
competitors in this field were Labrot & Co., with 
nine winners of eleven races, and Alan T. Clarke, 
with five winners of 6 races. Next in line came 
the small stud of Leslie E. Keiffer, which is to be 
dispersed by auction on September 29. The Keif- 
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fer establishment, Inverness, had out 4 winners 
of six races.

Are the Conditions: 




1. The article must be factual, giving essential 
information about bridle paths and riding trails 
(length, width, footing, lands traversed, whether 
on private or public owned property) in the area 
described, with suggestions as to practical meth¬ 
ods for their improvement and extension. 

2. Article should give total number of riding 
academies, riding and hunt clubs and boarding 
stables and number of each, with available in¬ 
formation about the kinds of horses—three-gaited. 
five-gaited. hunters or polo mounts—in order that 
facilities in mounts as well as trails may be 
known. An estimate of the total number of riders, 
separate individuals, should be obtained from re¬ 
liable sources ; per week, month and season, for 
each point where horses are kept, and totalled to 
arrive at number of riders in area described. There 
will be some duplications. Names and addresses 
of riding stables need not be given in the pub¬ 
lished article, as this would constitute free ad¬ 
vertising which papers could not carry. 

3. Article should be interesting, conveying to the 
reader a vivid picture of what riders see at dif¬ 
ferent hours morning, mid-day or evening—and 
at varying points along the trails. Reasons why 
some stables have a greater number of riders 
than others should be ascertained and explained, 
without giving names. Is it due to: Retter 
horses? a more convenient location? safer, more 
attractive trails? more sales personality in the 
manager? more effective advertising? or what 
other factors affect this, as evidenced by the 
actual experience of riding stable owners and 
riders in the area ? 

4. Article may or may not be illustrated with 
photographs of horses and riders on the trails 
described. 


o. Article must be reasonably accurate, as the 
association will check back for accuracy, on the 
best articles, before awards are paid. Any article 
that is not reasonably correct will be disregarded 
—so no fiction writers need enter. 

0. Three copies of the paper in which the story 
appears must be sent by the writer or some friend 
of his to Wayne Dinsmore, Secretary of the 
Ilorse and Mule Association of America, 407 
South Dearborn St., Chicago. Ill., within 21 days 
from the time it is published, with a typewritten 
list of names and addresses of managers of the 
riding academies, riding and hunt clubs and 
boarding stables in the area in question. This in¬ 
formation is necessary for verification of the 
story. 

Prizes, when awarded, will be paid to the writer 
of the article, who may be a reporter on the 
staff of the paper, or any other person. All per¬ 
sons and newspapers in the United States are 
eligible. Articles will be judged by experienced, 
competent newspaper editors who have no per¬ 
sonal interest in the results.
